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SUPPLEMENT AL RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

Sir: 

In response to the Restriction Requirement dated November 7, 1999, Applicants 
elect, with traverse, to pursue the biological agent gentamycin. 

Applicants request that the Examiner reconsider and withdraw this requirement 
for a species election. Among antibiotics, there are numerous closely related compounds that 
would be expected to function similarly within the context of the present invention. The 
selection of particular antibiotics is not a key aspect of the present invention. Applicants further 
submit that the examination of the present claims, without this additional species election, would 
not result in a serious burden on the Examiner. A search of prior art directed to targeting 
molecules would reveal any prior art disclosing such compounds, regardless of the specific 
biological agent linked thereto. Since there is no apparent undue burden on the Examiner, 
Applicants request that this requirement for a species election be withdrawn. 



In view of the foregoing, Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner 
withdraw the requirement for a species election within Group I. Applicants request an 
examination of claims 1-31 and 36-41 on the merits. 
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
